A publication of the Illinois Experi- 


ment Station says: Smut as it is com- 
monly called is a plant; not, of course, 
one of the high forms like our flower- 
ing plants, but one very low in the 
scale of plant life, belonging with the 
grain rusts, moulds, toadstools, etc., to 
a class cf plants called fungi. 
The 


smuts belong with those that get thetr 
food directly from other living plants, 
so they are called parasites, or para- 
sitic fungi. 
Everyone is acquainted 


with the sooty masses that break out 
cs corn, known as corn smut These 
smut-halls are made up of the spore, 
or seed, stage o£ the funeus. 
There 


are millions 
of these 
very 
minute 


spores in each of tho smut-balls. The 
earlier stage of the smut, concerned 
with obtaining food, etc., Is composed 
of very small threads that 
spread 


through the tissues of the corn plant, 
and when the fungus is 
ready 
for 


spore-formation they multiply rapidly 
in certain places and change into these 
smut-ballg. As a usual thing with the 
smuts of our cereals, the fungus be- 
gins its development with the penetra- 
tion of the germinating seed by Us 
germs. The fungous 
threads 
grow 


within and with the plant and no signs 
of the fungus is shown to the naked 
eye until it begins to form its spores 
into the dusty masses that appear on 
special parts of the injected plant. 


In this state besides corn smut there 


are several others that occur on our 
cereals. On wheat there is the com- 
mon loose smut that utterly destroys 
.he seed 
and its enveloping Sower 


parts; also one or two kinds of stink- 
ng smuts that Oil the seeds with a 
dusty mass 
cif spores 
hut 
do not 


change their shape materially or de- 
stroy the enveloping chaff. On barley,! 


so far only one kind has been found 
lere and that apparently is not very 
:ommon. The only species on oats'is 
he loose smut that destroys the grain 
after the manner of the loose smut of 
wheat On broom-corn there is a smut 
hat occurs in tlie inner flower parts 
orming seed like bodies filled with 
pores. There is also sometimes found

at the present time, it seems to us 
much ItuUer that there shouM be some 
tc-mporary inconvenience, even though 
wo suffer considerable less, in order 
that w« may furnish a really satis- 
factory service as POOH as possible. 


When I first came to Lima. I promis- 


ed tho people to make this railway, 
first class in every respect and a credit 
to Tli« cixy, but told them that it would 
take fully a year to do it.

of the world. Although they have 
bean considerably dimiaished by 300 
years of cutting. It is «atiioat«3 that 
one-third of the area ot th« United 
States ie at present covered "With, tim- 
ber. Oa this area there is supposed 
So be 2,300,000,000,000 foet of merchant- 
able timber, or sixty years' supply at 
the present rate of consumption. Tho 
Implement by means ol which this 
generation cas reduced enormous for- 
ests to timber is the buzzsaw. There 
were 21,011 sawmills enumerated in 
1890, being widely distributed -wher- 
ever forssts ,are founfl, because of tie 
difficulty of transporting logs in pio- 
neer regions. The lumbering. opera- 
tions which were first inaugurated on 
a large scale In Maine were later trans- 
ferred to New York and Panaeyl- 
rania, but the full development of the 
industry i?as not reached until the 
timber supplies of Michigan atid Wis- 
consin, -were marketable. The 
first 


steam sawmill was started in the Sagl- 
naw valley, Michigan, in 1S34. 
All 


operations were, however, meager for 
many years following, and until tho 
tide of emigration, which was checked 
from flowing into the northwest during 
the civil war, was resumed after 1S65. 
In the latter part of the 60's lumber- 
Ing began in Michigan and Wisconsin, 
and passed to Its golden age in the 
70's. 
Chicago then became the great- 


cat lumber center or the world, receiv- 
ing in a. single year a* much as 2,000,- 
000,000 feet. These achievements can 
no longer be equaled iu th« northern 
pineries. 
Meanwhile the south has 


been opened, and is now entering upon 
Its most brilliant period of exploita- 
tion. The same may be said of the Pa- 
cific Douglas spruce and redwood In- 
duetry.—Pennsylvania Grit.
